She pointed out that the two 
main factors in warding off in- 
fantile paralysis are avoidance of 
large crowds and extreme exhaus- 
tion. 

Rools not source 

“Although people have often 
blamed swimming pools as a 
source of polio, it is the swimmer 
and not the pool which is to 
blame.”’ she said. 

The health officer said careful 
study of polio has proven: that 
most cases are contracted by vic- 
tims during periods when they 
were physically exhausted. Since 
swimming is the most exhausting 
of all sports, requiring use of more 
muscles than any other activity, 
more cases of polio turn up ainong 


other sports, 
Hits when tired 

If the polio germ is present a 
person is more likely to be af- 
fected by the disease if he is tired 
out than if he is in average physi- 
cal condition. 

If, heavy exercise is required it 
should be taken alone or with 
small groups of pople to lessen 
possibilities of the presence of the 
polio germ. 

Should any of polio’s symptoms 
develop—headache, nausea, a cold, 
upset stomach, muscle soreness 
stiffness—your local doctor should 
be consulted at once. 

Avoid panic 

“Above all,” Miss Scharzwald- 
er said, “panie should be avoided.” 
She pointed out that polio victims 
do get well with adequate eare ' 
and that in the majority of cases 
those persons stricken recover 
without any crippling effects. —.

Fall Fashion 
Story Told In 
Fine Fabrics 


To appreciate the fall fabrics 
and the lovely clothes made of 
them, you must touch them as 
well as look at them. You'll ad- 
mire the fine mixture and colors 
in a tweed across the room, but 
until you feel its silky texture 
and its lightness of weight you 
will underestimate its quality. Ac- 
tually you cannot really enjoy it 
until you’ve worn it—known the 
pleasure of fabrics unbelievably 
light and soft, even when they 
have a bulky look. 

The trends toward greater in- 
terest in texture and toward fea- 
ther lightness have reached a cli- 
max in this winter’s woolens, 
whether they are imported or do- 
mestic, for the designers have in- 
sisted on the same qualities in 
both. These trends are evident in 
fabrics for dresses, coats and 
suits, and the trend is two-fold, 
smooth with softly covered face 
to the fabric, or patterned such 
as in tweeds, checks, twilled fab- 
rics and fleeces.

Feathers cannot be 
made mothproof by any home 
process, Mrs. Gayle Austin says, 
so take special care to sun them 
during the moth-breeding season. 
Mrs. Austin recommends wash- 
ing pillows after bad colds or flu 
to prevent the spraid of ufecnea.
